EDITORIAL NOTES. 


The N. Y. Sun says: The enormous 
emigration now approaching us has 
been forecast by February's arrivals. 
They number 16,751 for that inclem- 
ent month, against 9,758 for the same 
period of last year, whose record had 
been unprecedented, and was made at 
the time the subject of wondering 
comment. Atthis rate it would not 
be surprising if the month of May or 
June alone should bring us 100,000 
immigrants, or more.than came dur- 
ing the entire Centennial year. 


Queen Victoria has been upon the 
throne for the long period of forty- 
four years, and she is now sixty-three 
years of age. Her reign lacks but a 
single year of being as long as the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth. Yet should 
Queen Victoria enjoy as long a life as 
that of her grandfather, George the 
Third, and wear the crown till her 
death, her reign will run into the 
twentieth certury, and her subjects of 
1901 will gaze upon her in the eighty- 
second year of her age. 

The Lakeview (Oregon) Herald says 
that the remnants of the Modoc In- 
dians that were transferred from the 
lava beds to the Indian Territory are 
now among the quietest, most peacea- 


ble and industrious in the country. 


There are only 100 left, but they cul- 
tivate 460 acres of land, have estab- 
lished schools, and are thriving gen- 
erally.

The Tribune's Washington special 
says: On the Chinese debate the most 
remarkable event of the day was the 
introduction of the amendment by 
Farley providing: That hereafter no 
State court shall admit the Chinese to 
State citizenship.” Upon this amend- 
ment Hawley secured the floor for a 
speech, when the Senate adjourned, 
leaving it a pending question. Ia view 
of the fact that the support to this bill 
by Senators other than those from the 
Pacific States is based upon a willing- 
ness to cancede 20 those States the 
right to regulate their own affairs, this 
attempt te deny to other States the 
right to make citizens of Chinamen 
whe may now be within their borders 
seems to be a gratuitous thrust, in- 
epired by voreasoniog personal hostil- 
ty to the Chinese. 

Edmunds and Ingalls have both de- 
clared they shall not support the bill 
unless Ingalls’ amendment is carried, 
believing that & suspension of more 
than ten years is unreasonable, and, 
therefore, not consistent with the 
treaty. The vote upon this amend-
